Facts and Figures 

In order to give you the facts con- 
cerning the water problem that con- 
fronts us in as concise a manner 
as possible I have summed up the 
following from Mr. Hinckley’s . re- 
port. Also I have added a few 
things that will be of interest to 
you and to the people who are go- 
ing to vote at this election. 

Citizens’ Land and Water Co. pipe 
Times: Present value, $19,803.50; in- 
itial cost, $80,027.55. 

Ocean View Water Co. pipe lines: 
Present value, $19,236.90; initial cost, 
$44,698.00. 

Total for pipe Tineg: Present value, 
$39,040.40; ‘initial cost, $74,725.55. 

Valves, reservoir, meters, etc.: 
Present value, $19;195.62; initial 
cost, $26,758.59. 

Total Yor both systems without 
water: Present value, $58,236.02; 
initial cost, ‘$101,484.14. 

The replacement costs today for 
the pipe lines alone would ‘be in the 
neighborhood of ‘$119,842.07. Thus 
you see the $39,040.00 which is the 
estimated value and practically the 
same as asked by these companies, 
is only about 33 per cent of what 
these same lines would cost today. 
Of course we would not put in these 
same lines if we were replacing 
them today for fhe two companies 
parallel each other on a great num- 
ber of the streets and ‘the lines are 
too small. Still, one good system 
can be made out of the two by con- 
necting them in a number of places 
and installing large cross lines to 
‘act as feeders.

EGLIPOE? 


Catastropbes ranging from cut fin- 
gers and twins, to the utter annihil- 
ation of all matter as presently con- 
stituted, were yesterday prophesied 
by the representatives of Los An- 
geles’ multiplicity of cultists, as same 
of the results certain to follow the 
eclipse of the sun on September 10. 

The metaphysicians pretty general- 
ly concurred in the opinion that the 
eclipse of the sun, September 10, 
means much in its influence on the 
lives of lowly morta'!s, but none of 
them were able to support his prog- 
nostications by reference to any un- 
usual human experiences following 
the hundreds of prior eclipses the 
world has undergone. 

New Light To Dawn 

Weather bureau officials ridiculed 
the assumption that the impending 
eclipse was a portent for either good 
or evil.

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More than 100,000 automobiles will 
have visited the Rim of the World 
in the San Bernardino Mountains 
during August is the prediction of 


R. H. Mack, Secretary of the San 
Bernardino Chamber of Commerce. 
| 7h prediction is based on the 
number of machines that have gone 
into the mountains over the prin- 
cipal highways where a record is 
kept. 


It is stated that more than 100,000 
machines made the mountain trip 
during June and July and indications 
are that fully as many more will be 
the record for August. This breaks 
all records for the local mountain 
trip, in fact it breaks all records for 
automobile travel into any mountain 
section of the Western Pacilc coun- 


try. It is expected that at least 
25,000 machines will make the trip 
during September which will give 


a grand total of approximately 225,- 
000 cars for the season as against 
155,000 cars last year. 

A few days ago Yosemite estim- 
ates for 1923 were given as 75,000 
machines. During 1922 there were 
a total of 56,000 machines made the 
trip into Yosemite Valley. This 
comparison gives an idea of the 
travel over the Rim of the World 
drive. The reason for the heavy 
travel is given as being due to the 
unprecedented development of the 
mountain resorts at Arrowhead, 
Pinecrest and Big Bear Valley, 
millions having been expended dur- 
ing the past year in 
the accommodation of not only the 
campers but those who make week- 
end trips into the mountains. 

Where a few years ago eastern 
automobile parties never visited the 
mountains they are now making the 
Rim of the World a_ visit which 
means that their stay is prolonged 
in Southern California and it pro- 


vides them with an adequate idea of 
the vastness of the Southland’s great 
recreation 


centers.

Citrus growers and others in 
Southern California interested in 
the production and distribution of 
perishable food products are very 
much elated as the result of the 
announcement made a few days 
ago, by ©. S, Whitcomb, vice- 
president of the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange, that an organ- 
ization has been perfected to 
operate a fleet of seven fast mod- 
ern steamships with refrigerator 
facilities of the cold air type, to 
transport both citrus and deeid- 
uous fruits from California to the 
Atlantic seaboard. 

Mr. Whiteomb, who for many 
years has been one of the leading 
citrus growers of Southern Cali- 
fornia, has made an exhaustive 
study of the transportation ques- 
tion, not only for himself as a 
producer, but for the many hun- 
dreds of members of the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers Exchange, 
Which according to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture of this state, 
is the largest co-operative market 
organization in the world, is daily 
in receipt of communications from 
citrus growers and others interest- 
ed who state that the waterway 
transportation will net only save 
millions of dollars annually by 
way of lower rates, but will bring 
about a more orderly marketing 
of the products of the soil of 
California, C. C, Hillis, secretary 
and manager of the Azusa-Covina- 
Glendora exchange writing to Mr. 
Whitcomb, states: 
















‘As a shipper of some 3500 car 
loads of citrus fruits annually, we 
feel that the need of additional 
and adequate water transporta- 
tion facilities cannot be empha- 
sized too strongly. The relatively: 
high rail shipping costs and the 
increasing ear shortage difficulties 
are serious handicaps to the Paci- 
sent time it would appear that 
water transportation is the only 
immediate remedial hope. We 
feel that our affiliated packing 
organization would strongly sup- 
port any movement that would 
tend to relieve these conditions.”’

NURGE SELECTED 


Appointment of a county wel- 
fare nurse, to fill the position 
formerly held by Miss Elizabeth 
A. Hodges killed in an automobie 
accident here early this summer, 
will be announced at the monthiy 
meeting this afternoon of the 
Cpunty Welfare Commission. 

Since the tragic death of Miss 
Hodges the position has been held 
temporarily by Miss Ada R. Eich- 
baum, of Montone. Twenty-four 
applications have been made for 
the position, it was announced by 
Mrs. Maud S. Bell, secretary of 
the County Welfare Department. 

Annual report of Mrs. Bell was 
presented to the exmmission. The 
report shows a decrease of 42 in- 
digents cared for by the welfare 
department in the last fiscal year, 
which closed June 30, over the 
preceeding year. 

Single men receiving relief at 
the time the report was prepared 
were 20, compared with 25 at the 
time the annual report was pre- 
pared last year. The single wo- 
men receiving relief dropped from 
41 to 14. Families given relief 
dropped from 120 to 114 during 
the year, while the number of per- 
sons in families dropped from 


493 to 488. 

The big decrease in the nuitibet 
of women cared for is chiefly 
credited to the Monte Vista Home 
for aged women here. Jonsider- 
able credit is also due the wel- 
fare department for the placing 
of indigents, according to a mem- 
ber of thescommissin.

ly assistant professor of citriculture 
at Berkeley. It is a large bulletin, 
of forty-eight pages and many illus- 
trations, and we can reproduce but 
a part in this issue. 
Dr. H. J. Webber says in the in- 
troduction: 
Mr. Hodgson’s discussion and the 
methods suggested are based upon 
observational data accumulated over 
‘a number of years, together with a 
‘study of the methods pursued by 
some of the best and most success- 
ful citrus growers. It should be 
‘understood, however, that the meth- 
ods outlined are not put forward as 
the final word on citrus pruning; 
more experimental data must be se- 
cured before methods can be re- 
commended without reservation. 
We quote from the bulletin: 
Pruning Young Trees 
Since the primary object of the 
‘citrus grower is the pretuctwn of 
fruit, pruning treatment during the 
early years should be of such a 
character as to encourage the de- 
velopment of a strong and vigorous 
tree with a large bearing area 
which will fruit at as early an age 
as is consistent with the health of 
the tree. Experience has clearly in- 
dicated that the accomplishment of 


these objects is invariably accom- 


ment during the early years results 
in dwarfed trees and délayed fruit- 
ing. é 

With practically all varieties, how- 
ever, a certain amount of training 


is necessary if proper framework 


the greatest importance for the fu- 


weak crotches are certain to re- 
sult. During the first two or three 
years in the orchard special atten- 
tion should be given to the selec- 
tion of framework branches which 
can grow and develop so that later 
in life it will not be necessary to 
remove them in order to prevent 
crowding. 


Selecting the Frame 


From three to four main scaffold 
limbs should be selected, distributed 
as evenly about the trunk as is 
possible in order to secure balance 
and symmetry and distributed ver- 
tically over as much space as is 
available in order to secure a max- 
ifum = strength. Crossing scaffold 
limbs should always be avoided. If 
they are selected early and those 
not desired are repressed by pinch- 
ing or thinning, it is rarely neces- 
sary to head back these main lead- 
ers. In case this becomes neces- 
sary they should be shortened to lat- 
erals, if possible. All remaining 
branches should be left unpruned 
with the exception of unduly long 
and vigorous. shoots, which may be 
shortened or removed with advant- 
age. A mistake commonly 
made is the clipping off of the ends 
or the removal of the long slender 
hanging branches on the lower parts 
of the trees. These should be al- 
lowed to remain for the first few 
years, as they constitute the prin- 
cipal source of revenue during 
early life of the trees. 

When the framework branches are 
established, about all the pruning 
the young tree should receive is the 
removal of suckers from the trunk 
and of unusually vigorous water 
sprouts from the head together with 
the elimination of crossed or inter- 
fering limbs, and, where convenient, 
some attention to the preservation of 
symmetry. Unusual care in spread- 
ing the framework branches of the 
young citrus tree is neither neces-

tice long followed of removing the 
long slender hanging branches which 
bear the major part of the crop dur- 
ing the first few years. <A_ good 
rule to follow, especially in the prun- 
ing of young citrus trees, is when 
in doubt, leave it. . 
Pruning Bearing Trees 
If properly pruned the young cit- 
rus tree should come into profitable 


bearing at from four to six years 
of age, with a well developed frame- 
work system and good size and 
vigor. During the first few years 
of bearing pruning should be confin- 
ed to the removal of suckers from 
the trunk and framework branches 
and the elimination of the rank- 
growing water sprout “riders” from 


the outer parts of the tree, with the 
gradual removal of the first fruiting 
shoots from the lower part of the 
tree fail. Suckers and 
water should be 
while still small and before serious- 
ly draining the vitality of the tree. 
They should be taken out two or 
three times during the growing sea- 
son. For the next four or five years 
the bearing tree will not require 
much in the way of pruning, but it 
should be given a semi-annual _ in- 
spection and such pruning treatment 
as its condition demands. From that 
time on the need for pruning usually 
increases gradually, although light 
to moderate pruning should always 
be the rule. Extremist methods prac- 
ticed on healthy young trees are cer- 
tain to result disastrously and mod- 
eration in treatment should always 
prevail. 

As the trees age, it becomes — in- 
creasingly important to regulate the 
light supply if healthy fruiting wood

NEED $1,840,000 10 
MAINTAIN SCHOOLS 


It will take $1,840,019.09 to maintain the 
schools of San Bernardino County through 
the 1923-24 scholastic year, it is estimated 
by the various district boards throughout 
the county, who have filed their schedules 
of estimated expense with Miss Ida M. 
Collins, county superintendent of schools. 

Of this amount $801,279.94 is asked for 
high school maintenance and- $994,351.15 
for elementary school maintenance. The 
kindergartens will need $44,390. Building 
programs already guaranteed are included 
in these estimates, thus accounting for 
large increases in some districts. 

This schedule includes the money wanted 
for all eghool purposes and raised by 
county and district taxation as well as 
by state aid, It also includes special 
school funds and_ special district tax 
funds. 

District Funds May Not Be Sufficient 

The requested appropriation may be 
either larger or smaller than the amount 
actually to be spent by the schools during 
the coming year. For instance, Miss 
Collins pointed out that the funds of the 
district may not be sufficient to provide 
all money asked for. This is known to 
be the case in the Needles elementary and 
Barstow high school districts, each of 
which estimates its required expenditures 
at least $5,000 higher than it is possibte 
to raise by taxation and state aid, 

The costs of maintaining the schools 
in the same districts during the past 
year are also available in the great 
majority of the districts. A few districts 
have as yet failed to enter complete 
returns on their last year’s costs. 

A comparison of the elementary expenses 
of last year and the amounts asked for 
the coming year, show a slight decrease. 
This is due to the economy tendency. 
Large decreases and increases, too, ‘are 
due, however, to building funds spent in 
the last year, or to be spent during the 
coming year. 

Comparison of Years Made 

An example of the former case is 
found in the San Bernardino High School 
request. The new gymnasium was built 
last year. ;

6—We intend to install 75 new 
fire-hydrants, thus increasing the 
safety of our homes and business

By tying the two systems together 
in several places where they par- 
allel each other and feeding them 
with larger we can build up 
a single system which will be far 
superior to the two separate sys- 
tems, and we will not have to dis- 
card any of the old lines. 

7—We intend to extend lines to 
those remote residences not reach- 
ed by the present systems wherever 
and whenever one service can be 
secured for each 300 feet of pipe 
laid or annual receipts of ten dol- 
lars per year for each 150 feet.

Ordinance No. 197 


An Ordinance Regulating the Parking and 
Standing of Vehicles Upon the Streets, 
Avenues and Alleys of the. City of 
Upland. 


The Board of Trustees of the City of 


Upland do ordain as follows: 
| 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful to park 
| any vehicle upon any public street within 
the City of Upland unless the same is 
parked so that the right hand side of 
such vehicle is parallel to and within 
eighteen inches of the adjacent curb; ex- 
cept those streets or portions of streets 
where stalls or diagrams for parking. 
wehicles are indicated by white painted 
lines and it shall be unlawful for any 
person in charge of any vehicle to permit 
the same to stand outside of the space 
so indicated with any portion of sala 
vehicle or with any load, trailer or fixture 
attached to or accompanying said vehicle. 


Section 2. All vehicles shall be parked 
so that no portion of said vehicle or any 
load, trailer or fixture attached to said 
vehicle shall project more than 16 feet 
from the curb. 


Section 3. No vehicle shall be parked 
in any alley within the fire limits of said 
City of Upland. 

Section 4. No vehicle shall be parked 
in front of the entrance or exit of any 
theatre or public hall during the time 
any show or entertainment is being con- 
ducted therein or the audience entering 
or leaving such theatre or hall, or along 
the curb line opposite any terminating 
street, or within fifteen feet of any fire 
hydrant or in front of any alley or 
private driveway within the fire limits of 
the City of Upland. 


Section 5. It shall be unlawful for the 
driver of any vehicle to back such vehicke 
from its parking place without first giving 
visible or audible warning to drivers cf 
other vehicles or pedestrians behind such 
vehicle who might be endangered or 
affected thereby. 


Section 6. It shall be unlawful for the 
owner or driver or any person in charge 
of any motor vehicle or other vehicle to. 
allow such vehicle to remain standing upon 
any street, alley or avenue in the City 
of Upland for a longer period than one 
hour between the hours of 1 o’clock a. m. 
and 6 o’clock a. m.; provided, however, 
this section shall not apply to vehicles of 
the police, fire or municipal public service 
departments or to vehicles of any regular- 
ly licensed physician when actually en- 
gaged in making professional calls. 


Section 7. Persons operating trucks and 
other vehicles carrying freight or goods 
of any kind te any business house shall 
unload the same from the ailey in alk 
cases where the alley gives reasonable 
access to the business house to which said 
freight or goods should be delivered. 

Section 8. No person shall park or leave 
any vehicle standing within 20 feet of 
any street intersection within the City of 
Upland. 

Section 9. No person shall drive, operate 
or propel any vehicle in or upon any 
public street within the City of Upland 
in or adjacent to which a band concert 
or public entertainment is being conducted 
or held during the continuance of such 
concert or entertainment and while the 
said street is closed to traffic, and no 
shall leave lights burning or 
sound any horn or other noise making 
device during a concert or other enter- 
tainment. < 

Section 10. No person shall back any 
vehicle from one street into another or 
around any corner, 

Section 11. All public vehicles receiving 
or discharging passengers shall receive and 
discharge the same upon the righthand 
side of the street and shall not cross 
from the right to the left-hand side of 
any street for any such purpose, 

Section 12. Any person violating any of 
the terms or conditions of this ordinance 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall be punished by a fine not 
| exceeding #300 or by imprisonment not 
| exceeding ninety days, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment, in the discretion 
of the court. 

Section 13. It shall be unlawful to do 
any double parking in streets of Upland. 

Section 14. It shall be unlawful for 
eee person leaving any vehicle standing on 
i the streets of the City of Upland without 

rear and front lights burning unless suf- 
j ficiently lighted from street lights. 
\ Section 15. It shall he unlawful for 
; any person or persons to leave or cause 
| to be left any building material-upon the 
| streets of the City of Upland without a 
, Special permit from the Chief of Police 
| and City Engineer. 

Section 16. The City Clerk shall certify 
| to the adoption of this Ordinance and 
| cause the same to be published once in 
the Upland News. 
| I hereby certify that the foregoing 
| Ordinance was adopted and approved by 
the Board of Trustees of the City of 
; Upland at its meeting held on the 27th 
,day of August, 1923, by the following 
| vote, to-wit:
